Joseph Rosseau, a Frenchman, living 
in Atlanta, is in receipt of a letter 
from Paul) Giraud, of Paris, France, In 
which M. Giraud charges atrocities on 
the part of German troops. 

M. Girand states that nearly the 
whole civil population of northern 
France was carried off by, German 
‘troops. The people were taken: to Switz- 
erland, he| writes, and later dispatched 
back to their homes in troop trains by 
the Swiss eovernment. 

The writer stated that while at Ju- 
Visy, a switching point on the main 
railroad line between Basle and Paris, 
he saw one.of those trainloads of peo- 
ple going |to their homes.

AFFECT GEORGIA REGISTRATION LAW 


. By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, D.C.,, 
Georgia's registration law. will not. be in- 
validated by the supreme court decision de- 


livered last Monday holding the “grandfa- 
ther clause” of the Oklahoma constitution 
illegal, 


The decision was not nearly so sweeping 
as the reports first sent out indicated. It 
was aimed at specific provisions of the Ok- 
lahoma constitution which were held to be in 
direct violation of the fifteenth amendment 
to the federal constitution. It does not ap- 
Ply to the Georgia constitution. At least, 
that is the opinion of those here who have 
most closely followed the case. The Geor- 
gia legislature now in session need give itself 
no concern over the court’s action. 

The standard of suffrage fixed in the so- 
called grandfather clause of the Oklahoma 
constitution was based upon suffrage con- 
ditions existing on January 1, 1866. This 
date was prior to the adoption of the fif- 
teenth amendment. At that time only whites 
could vote and this fact frequently appears 
in the laws. The supreme court held that 
such a provision was in open and direct vio- 
lation of the fifteenth amendment. 

Chief Justice White, in rendering the unan- 
imous opinion of the court—Associate Justice 
McReynolds not participating in the Aas. 
sion—admitted that it was lawful fora state 
po adopt a literacy test for all voters. Had 
Klahoma not bound up this Provision so in- 


dissolubly with other provisions, its law 
would not have been completely nullified 
Department of justice officials with whom 
I have talked, although unwilling. to be 
quoted, indicate their belief that the Geor- 
Bia law !s not affected by the decision. The

Provisions of Georgia Law. 


Georgia, In the exercise of her right to 
prescribe qualifications for voters, placed 
a premtum upon literacy, upon the holding 
of property and upon military service There 
is nowhere in !t such an outspoken at- 
tempt to evade the fifteenth amendment as 
the Oklahoma law provided in fixing Janu- 
ary 1, 1866, as the date to be a standard of 
suffrage. The purpose, however, is the same. 
It even permits the enfranchisement of m 
who cannot comply with the property and 
educational qualifications if they served the

The Georgia statute was approved A1- 
gust 21,°1907, and subsequently ratified bv 
the people, and on October 1908, promu.- 
gated as part of the constitution.

The moral effect of the decision must 
however, be considered. It may lead to test 
cases being brought by persons who have 
sufficient interest to fight the case through 
to the supreme court. There is little or no 
present ‘political significance to the ‘situa- 
tion. Even if the Georgia law should be 
tested, there is little probability of a final 
decision being handed down by the supreme 
oe teres the next presidential election.
